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Unification would affect Upland schools

The Ontario-Montclair School 
District has asked the San 
Bernardino County Committee on 
School District Organization to 
consider unification of the 
elementary school district and the 
three high schools within the district 
boundaries. 

The move would leave Upland and 
Alta Loma high schools out of the 
unified district. The two schools 
could then form a high school 
district or could unify with 
elementary school districts in 
Upland, Cucamonga and Alta Loma. 

Both Upland and Alta Loma high 
schools would face overcrowding 
problems if the 800 students 
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presently attending Montclair and 
Chaffey high schools were returned 
to their home schools by the 
unification. 

The students would probably 
continue to attend Montclair and 
Chaffey high schools under 
interdistrict agreements, according 
to Mike Dirksen, incoming 
superintendent of the Chaffey Union 
High School District. 

The .interdistrict transfer would 
solve the overcrowding problem, 
but students would be attending 
schools over which their parents 
have no control, ne noted. 

The unification could be a boon to 
Upland and Alta Loma high schools, 
Dirksen said and added the foothill 





areas would be more likely to get 
voter approval! to build a new high 
schoolto relieve overcrowding. 

Presently the high school district 
is unable io get districtwide vote 
approval for a bond issue which 
would benefit only the foothill 
communities. 

In spite of the possible advantage 
to Upland and Alta Loma high 
schools, Dirksen said the district 
does not support unification because 
of the resulting rise in taxes and 
lowering of employe morale in the 
unified district. 

The county schools staff has 
estimated a 45-cent tax rate hike to 
equalize salaries between 
elementary schoo! and high school 


teachers in addition to expected tax 
hikes caused by rising costs.. 

Dirksen also noted all the high 
school district facilities are within 
the area proposed for unification 
and commented division of property 
would be a ‘‘horeendous”’ problem. 

The county committee is 
responsible for considering the 
effect of unification on Upland and 
Alta Loma high schools as well as on 
the schools involved. 

The county committee will hold 
public hearings locally before 
formulating its decision. The 
proposal dies if the committee does 
not approve the unification, 
according to George Duerr, 
assistant deputy superintendent of 


the Ontario-Montclair School 
District. 

If the county committee approves 
the unification proposal, the state 
committee would also study the 
proposal considering ethnic balance 
and financing as well as effect on 
the districts. 

The final decision wuld be made 
by a simple majority of voters 
within the Ontario-Montclair School 
District boundaries. Upland and 
Cucamonga-Alta Loma _ residents 
would not vote on the unification 
measure. 

If unification is successful Upland 
and Alta Loma high schools could 
continue as a high school district or 
could unify with local elementary

Dirksen noted the Upland schools 
probably would not be allowed to 
unify since they would not be able to 
meet state ethnic guidelines without 
the schools in the Cucamonga-Alta 
Loma area. 

Considering the proposed 45-cent 
tax rate increase, Dirksen does not 
expect the Ontario-Montclair 
unification ‘‘to fly’’ with the voters. 

If approved by county and state 
committees the Ontario-Montclair 
unification could come to voters in 
March or June 1977 with the actual 
unification to take place July 1, 1978.

112-year-old flag 
flying in Upland 


Many Americans are digging deep 
to discover the past in this Bicenten- 
nial year, but Frances Cathcart of 
Upland can simply open her cedar 
chest and pull our 112 years of 
history, 

Mrs. Catheart’s family heirloom 
is a 36-star flag made during the 
Civil War by her grandmother Mary 
Niederwiter Seminger, a 
dressmaker in Marion, Iowa. 

The flag which is flying in Upland 
this week was made in October 1864, 
during Abraham Lincoln’s term as 
president and during the year 
Nevada was admitted to the Union. 

Although the flag is very 
American with its white stars on a 
blue field and red and white stripes, 
Mrs. Seminger herself was a native 
of Alsace-Lorraine, an area which 
Germany and France traded back 
and forth as the spoils of various 
wars. 

Alsace - Lorraine’s dual history 
was responsible for an interesting 
period in Mrs. Seminger’s life. Each 


time the area changed hands, the of- 


ficial language also changed. 

Mrs. Seminger and her husband 
Francis lived with his brother and 
wife for.a time, but the two women 
could not understand each other 
since one spoke German and the 
other spoke French. Mrs. Cathcart 
said one item which has been hand- 
ed down from that period is a well- 
used French - German dictionary. 

Not long.after their marriage the 
Semingers came to the United 
States. Francis Seminger built the 
house they lived in and worked as a 
cabinet make while Mrs. Seminger 
ran a dressmaking shop which 
specialized in wedding trousseaux. 

And then at the age of .28 Mrs. 
Seminger made the flag, which 
measure 10’ feet by 5% feet, of 
red, white and blue muslin. The 
stars were sewn by hand and then 
stitched by machine for extra 
strength. 

Although the flag is too large to 


display easily, it.was used during , 


many parades in Iowa where Mrs. 
? 


Cathcart and her family were active 
in the American Legion. Her 
brother served in World War I. 


Mrs. Cathcart, who was the 
Seminiger’s only granddaughter, 
will pass the flag onto her son and 
oldest grandson. ‘‘The flag is a 
treasure to me because it’s been in 
the family so long. I've had it myself 
for over 50 years,” she said.

called his first four months in office 
“extremely interesting.” 

“7 didn’t expect as much 
confusion. I expected things to be 
more smoothly run,’’ Bottin said 
and noted the city and council have 
had ‘‘a tremendous number’’ of 
things happen at once — including 
yearly budget deliberations, general 
plan review decisions, and a delay in 
rezoning. 


Bottin said, ‘‘I got my feet right 
into it’, as head of the council’s 
budget and finance committee. 
During three long sessions Bottin 
questioned ‘the city staff about 
budget requests and méthods of 
estimating revenues and 
expenditures. 


Lack of communication was a 
problem in budget deliberations, 
Bottin said and added, ‘I will not 
vote on anything unless I know about 
it. I don’t guess at things like that.” 

Background budget information 
including details to substantiate 
figures were not available until he 
asked for them, Bottin said and 
commented, ‘‘I don’t think he (City 
Manger Lee Travers) has kept me 
as well-informed as he could have, 
but things are improving. 


Travers later commented he had 
made a ‘‘special effort to 
communicate’ with Bottin and 
added, ‘‘I think there’a always a 
learning process new council 
members go through.’’ 

“Until they’ve been on the council 
a while, they don’t know what they 
need to know and staff doesn’t know 
what they’re interested in,” he said 
and noted council members’ 
interests differ. Bottin was the only 
counci] member who asked to see 
the first draft of the General Plan 
review, Travers said. 

Bottin-said one of the most 
difficult parts of being a councilman 
is ‘trying to understand other 
peoples’ (council members) 
thinking and questions they ask.” 

“Some council members don’t 
look farther than the end of their 
nose,’ he commented, pointing out 
the council’s decision to approve a 
planned residential development of 
single-family homes under the flight 
approach of Cable Airport. (Bottin 
was the only dissenter in the 
matter.) 

Bottin said ‘I am alarmed that 
this development is going in. I just 
can't see how we can knowingly 
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ink for block prints at Upland’s Los Olivos ton)

obligate the city and future 
councils’’ to the lawsuits and 
problems that could arise. 

The major responsibility of the 
council is to ‘‘protect the interests 
of the electorate, keep them 
informed, and reflect their needs 
and desires,’’ he said and 
commented needs of different 
groups must be balanced ‘‘very 
carefully.” 


Upland’s biggest problem for the 
future is the rapid rate of 
development, Bottin said and added, 
‘I’m very much concerned over the 
environmental impact of building.” 

Annexation and development of 
acreage in northwestern Upland has 
led fire officials to state that 
present fire facilities will be 
stretched thin to cover all the 
developing areas, he noted. 

‘In spite of the confusion of his first 
months on the council Bottin has had 
rewarding experiences and feels he 
has accomplished some of his goals. 

The most rewarding part has been 
telephone calls saying, ‘‘We 
appreciate your concern. We’re sure 
glad you're asking questions,” he 
said and noted citizen involvement 
is one of his major goals. 

Botting campaigned for office, 
“hoping, if I could do nothing else, I 
could get people personally 
involved. The time to come forward 
is before something happens, not 
afterward when they're unhappy.” 

The council position is part-time, 
but members, devote a ‘‘tremendous 
number of hours to the job,” Bottin 
said and noted he has an advantage 
in working out of town (in 
Fullerton) in that he has a chance to 
see what other cities are doing and 
compare their methods with 
Upland’s. 

At the end of four months does 
Bottin think he will run for 
reelection when his term is up in 
1980? 

“I'll have to wait and see how 
successful I am. When I lose my 
effectiveness, I would back out,” he 
commented.

QUESTION: Can you tell me what the automated 
_. threat communications system is? D.S. 


ANSWER: It is a new automated system developed by 
the California Department of Justice for use by all en- 
forcement agencies. It is a system for the purpose of 
processing threat-type messages directed at public of- 

» ficials and private citizens. This computerized system is 
‘the state’s central repository for all known threats and is 
~ maintained under strict security. It provides a fast ef- 
ficient method for search and retrieval of threat 
- messages by using coded ‘‘modus operandi’’ factors for 
each threat received. ‘‘Hits’’ or correlations from this 
statewide data base provide law enforcement agencies 


with leads or identifications. 


QUESTION: Can you tell us the duties for chief of 
police? M.S. 

ANSWER: John Wessely has been police chief for 
centuries and at this time is on sick leave and will retire 
this July. For the present Coy Estes is acting police 
chief. 

The police chief plans, organizes, staffs, directs, 
coordinates and prepares and administers the budget for 
the Police Department; reviews and analyzes a wide 
variety of statistics and information on types of crime 
and frequency of occurrence, projected city growth 
patterns both in terms of land use and socio-economic 
levels of residents, legislation and court decisions 
affecting law enforcement, developments in the fields of 
crime prevention and detection, police organization and 
management techniques and related matters; drafts 
plans designed to respond to future possible problem 
areas and increase operational efficiency; directs the 
conduct of special studies related to present or 
anticipated functions of the department; prepares or 
directs the preparation of proposals concerning 
departmental activities for consideration by the city 
manager; directs the development of in-service training 
programs to increase departmental efficiency and 
prepare employes for advancement; establishes 
policies, procedures and guidelines to be observed by 
division heads in the supervision of the respective 
divisions and the coordination of activities; reviews 
activity records and general operation of the divisions 
directed to locate problem areas and increase 
efficiency; reviews orders for major projects, sets 
priorities and establishes work schedules; coordinates 
activities of the department with those of other city 
* departments and works with department heads and the 
’ city manager in promoting the improvement of city 
* services; resolves citizen complaints or problems 

concerning activities of the department which cannot be 
‘handled by the division heads; keeps the city manager 
advised on departmental activities through oral and 
written reports; represents the department at a variety 
of meetings where the subject affects or is of concern to 
the department; coerdinates activities of the 
department with those of other law enforcement 
agencies; and speaks before public and professional 
groups on the plans, objectives, policies and programs of 
the department.

Doctor Stresses Need for 
Workingman Injury care

The results of a nation- 
al survey indicate that 
back injuries cost Ameri- 
cans over $1 billion an- 
nually. 

These

The survey shows that 
about one in five back in- 
jury accidents occur in the 
home. Roughly one-third 
of such injuries happen 
on the job; 22.6% in 
motor vehicles; and 
18.7% are the result of 
miscellaneous causes. 





Examination of the 
direct cause of back inju- 
ries shows that approxi- 
mately one-third of them 
are caused by lifting, 17% 
from falls, and the re- 
maining causes are well 
distributed over a variety 
of accidents and activities. 
Yard work, for instance, 
accounted for 2% of this 
type of injury. 

























One of the most impor- 
tant revelations in the sur- 
vey concerns a report of a 
five-year study of back 
surgery cases which was 
undertaken by the State 
of Washington Depart- 
ment of Labor and Indus- 
tries. The study reveals 
that 20 per cent of all 
back surgery cases during 
the five year period re- 
sulted in total failure. 
Only 20 per cent of the 
back surgery cases were

listed as having ‘“‘very 
good” results. This rather 
dismal projection of the 
outcome of attempted 
surgical correction of 
back disorders indicates 
the patient subjected to 
surgery to gain relief from - 
back injury is playing a 
highly speculative game 
with his future. 

I do not discount the 
value of surgery in the 
most desperate of cases. 
In these instances it is bet- 
ter that high risk be taken 
than to do nothing at all. 


However, our experi- 
ence shows that most 
cases respond favorably to 
more conservative proce- 
dures at minimal risk to 
the patient. Manipulative 
procedures and physical 
therapy would be among 
these non-surgical proce- 
dures. 


The tragic conse- 
quences of failure in back 
surgery affects many 
more than the patient. His 
family loses the full earn- 
ing power of its breadwin- 
ner. In some cases the pa- 
tient becomes totally 
disabled. This situation 
results in a complete in- 
ability to provide for his 
family and often leads to 
even further physical and 
mental deterioration. 


I hope the public will 
become more informed 
about back injury and will 
take steps to reduce home 
and work accidents. Many 
of the nation’s back injury 
accidents can be prevent- 
ed by observing common 
sense precautions. Labor 
and industry can work to- 
gether to fight back injury 
in the same way that they 
have been so successful on 
other safety programs.

EDITOR’S NOTE:

The lens of the human eye 
is normally transparent, 
like clear glass. If the lens 
becomes opaque or hazy, 
the condition is called 
‘“‘cataract.’’ Cataracts are 
sometimes present at birth. 
They may develop because 
of injury, drugs, radiation 
or diseases within the eye 
or élsewhére in the body. 
The most common 
cataract, however, is 
associated with aging. The 
cells of the lens age like the 
cells of the skin. In doing so, 
they become __iiess 
transparent. 

Use of the eyes is not a 
cause of cataract; 


therefore, resting the eyes 
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1. A funnel should be used 
when fiiling the fuel tank 
of a lawnmower, marine 
outboard motor or other 
gasoliné fueled appli- 
ance.

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will not prevent 
development of cataract. 
There are no eye drops, 
ointments, injections or 
exercise which will prevent 
cataract or which will 
arrest the progress of a 
cataract once it has begun. 
Cataracts in the two eyes of 
the same person may 
develop at different rates. 

Surgery is currently the 
only procedure used to 
remove cataracts. There is 
no known medication or 
injection which will reverse 
a cataract, and the laser, 
which is used in othér 
disorders of the eye, has not 
been dévelopéd to remove 
cataracts. 


Cataract surgery, which 
has a high rate of success, 
néed not be postponed until 
the cataract is ‘‘ripé.” 
Surgery should be 
considered when a cataract 
has progressed to the point 
that it interferes with a 
person’s ability to function 
satisfactorily and when 
glassés are no longer able to 
provide sufficient visual 
improvement. 

Cataract opérations 
require an incision in the 
outer wall of the eye. The 
incision is made under the 
upper eyelid when the 
sclera (white portion and 
cornea (cléar (window) 
meet. Through this incision. 
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Cataract surgery 


the opaque lens is removed 
from within the eye. The 
lens is surrounded by a 
casing (capsule). The entire 
lens may be removed or the 
capsule may be opened and 
the cloudy lens material 
removéd in pieces, leaving 
some of the capsule behind. 
If the léns is removed.in one 
piece, a larger incision is 
required. If the lens is 
removed in pieces 
(“‘phacoemulsification” of 
“phacofragmientation”’), a 
smaller incision is made. 
There may be special 
reasons to select a 
particular technique in each 
patient.

Heartworm

There are a number of in- 
ternal parasites that attack 
dogs. Roundworms, 
hookworms, whipworms 
and tapeworms are among 

_the most common, and I 
“have written about these in 
‘previous columns. 

- Heartworm infection, 
‘however, is much more 
; dangerous because it can 
‘result in death. Once found 
_only in tropical climates, 
*heartworms are now 


reported in many 
temperate areas of the 
world. In. the U-S., 


' heartworms are most com- 
; mon along the Atlantic and 
Gulf coasts, but they have 
been reported in other 
regions as well. 
Mosquitoes are the main 
, carriers of heartworms, 
* although other bloodsucking 
insects such as fleas, ticks 
“and flies may also be in- 
ivolved. The adult 
*heartworm produces 
«microscopic larvae that 
« float free in the circulating 
; blood. The larvae are in- 
* gested by mosquitoes when 
' they suck blood from a dog 
.wiith heartworms. Inside 
the mosquito, the larvae 
| grow larger and are in- 
«jected into another dog’s 


bloodstream when the 
mosquito bites the dog, and 
this is how the disease is 
transmitted. 

Once the larvae enter the 
bloodstream of a dog, they 
travel to the heart, lungs 
and large blood vessels 
where — in six to seven 
months — they mature and 
lay eggs which hatch into 
new larvae. 

The adult worms, which 
grow up to 10 inches in 
length, cause most of the 
damage. They interfere 
with proper circulation and 
closing of the heart valves. 
The heart must work much 
harder to bypass the worms 
that are present in the blood 
vessels. 

With this handicap, the 
dog soon will show signs of 
suffering from heartworms. 
Easy fatigue, chronic 
cough, skin eruptions, 
anemia, and fainting spells 
from exercise or strenuous 
play are the most frequent 
symptoms. 

With advances in treat- 
ment, the veterinary 
profession has been able to 
reduce the mortality rate 
from heartworms to five 
per cent. Your veterinarian 
begins the diagnosis by 
microscopically examining 
a sample of blood for the 
presence of the tiny larvae. 
Treatment, in the form of

» Animals, like children, 
ecome careless when 
excited. Dogs should be 
closely controlled to 
prevent them from chasing 
burning fireworks or 
running into the street in 
confusion. 


It is suggested that easily 
upset animals be confined 
to the house. Veterinarians 
may recommend a mild 
tranquilizer for expecially 
nervous pets. 

Proper storage of 
fireworks will prevent 
curious dogs and cats from 
ingesting potentially fatal 
explosive powder. 
Expended fireworks still 
contain a residue of 
dangerous powder and 
should be disposed of 
immediately. 

Even the most innocent 
looking sparklers can cause 
unfortunate accidents. 
Carelessly discarded 
sparkler wires can burn or 
puncture the feet of people 
and pets. Serious internal 
damage may result if an 
animal chews on or 
swallows one of these 
wires.

tablets and injections, is 
usually given in two parts — 
the first to kill the adult 
worms and the second to 
combat the larvae cir- 
culating in the bloodstream. 
The treatment takes 
several weeks, during 
which the dog must be kept 
completely quiet, since the 
large masses of dying 
worms could form a 
blockage in one or more 
blood vessels. 

The best prevention of 
heartworms is mosquito 
control. Mosquitoes do most

of their damage at night, so 
make sure your dog is hous- 
ed in a screened area. In 
areas where there are many 
mosquitoes, particularly in 
the South, dogs should be 
given low level medication 
to prevent the heartworm 
from getting established in 
the circulatory system. 
Your veterinarian has 
medication which can be 
given orally or mixed with 
food. It should be started 
just before, and carried 
through, the mosquito 
season.
